plan, showing the High 
Altar and the positions allotted 
to the various contingents taking 
part in the Eucharistic celebra- 
tions in the Phenix Park, 
Dublin, on the 23rd, 24th, 25th 
and 26th June next.

The May Wrack. 


In a certain fishing village in Co. Sligo; 
where the people depend almost entirely 
for their means of livelihood upon the 
products of the sea, there is a good deal 
of anxiety just_now concerning the annual 
supply of kelp or wrack. The May storm 
that is said t6 cut the wrack from the 
rocks and to cast it up on the flat reefs 
that border the shore’ has been long de- 


| layed, and it ig felt strongly by the men 


who know that/this year’s supply will be 
much smaller than usual. The kind of 
seaweed known locally as “ rods ” is very 
scarce, and low walls that were entirely 
draped with the thick, slimy tails last 
May are very scantily adorned just now. 
Through part of tie day a man stands on 
the low cliff and wrtches for the first sign 
of the great movement of the wrack that 
normally takes place during this month. 
A certain amount has been carried up the 
steep paths to the top of the cliff, but the 
watcher is very pessimistic regarding the 
chances of a big haul this year. To the 
uninitiated it would seem as though the 
wind was quite high enough and the waves 
quite big enough to bringin all the wrack 
in the sea, but that is wot.so.. It is only 
a “ tough storm,” they sav locally, and'a 
tough. storm never yet brought in the 
wrack. There must, it seems, be a proper 
upheaval and extra high tides.

NATIONALITY AND THE OATH. 

TO DHE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sig,— There has been such a plethora of 
discussion on the Trey and its documentary 
satellites since the. Oath Bill. was introduced 
into. the Dail that the national aspect~of the 
tgs “” situation may be altogether obscured. 
t were well, before eke any leap into 
the dark and: unknown, that we should 
examine our position from this point of 
view carefully, ahd see how far such an 
adventure as Temoving the Oath from the 
Constitution would fit in with the scheme of 
things as an_old-fashioned Nationalist would 
see them, I take it our alms as a nation 


4 would, broadly speaking, be independence— 


political, cultural and economic—and terri- 
torial unity. » How far are our aspirations in 
regard to these two satisfied as thi stand ? 
Mr. de Valera, taking his stand»on the 
Statute of Westminster, says that we are 
entitled to remové the Oath and do a lot 
of other things that a few years ago Treaty 
obligations. would not páimh of being done. 
We agrée with him—the great majority" oí 
rish Nationalists agree with him, The 
Treaty is as dead as. the dodo as far as 
any clause or obligation. that does not fit 
in with the intereats of this country is_con- 
cerned. Nationalists even agree that no harm 
can be done by removing the repugnancv 
clause in the Constitation Act, as it is merely 
clarifying the position created by the West- 
minster Statute. 

If we suppose then that this amendment 
is made in the Constitution. Act, is there 
one legal or constitutional restraint. on 
our liberties worth speaking of? ©Nine 
Nationalists out of ten anywhere would, in 
the “cipcumstances, be satisfied with it; for 
it is sach freedom as no Irish community has 
enjoyed for well nigh a thousand years. Nive 


would, in addition, see the nécessity of con- 
centrating on the other equally important part 
of ‘our programme—territorial unity. There is 
nothing, short of loss of liberty itself; whiel 
so outrages national sentiment as loss of 
territory, and I submit that at the moment 
there is no question in our politics to-day 
of more concern to Irish Nationalism thar 
this one of partition. How is the removal 
ot the Oath going to serve the national 
cause, regarding it from this standpoint? 
The Oath in no manner whatsoever restricts 
our independence either internally or 
externally. It is being removed purely and 
simply because it is distasteful.to a smal! 
fraction of our population, and on the plea 
that it will establish a reign of peace and 
appeasement in the country. If such action 
would reconcile this fraction to evolutionary 


bill now before the Dail; but every other 
day it becomes increasingly apparent that 
it has not the remotest chance of doing so. 
The futnre of the country is. therefore. 
being gambled on a ‘‘dummy hand ” that 
instinctively everybody knows, or should 
know, to he a ‘‘ dud.’ 

The Oath is of twofold importance to us 
at this stage of our history. In the 
first place, the Crown is the only 
political and legal symbol of the nation 
called Ireland now left us. The King is 
i King of Ireland. It may be a small thing, 
but the unification of the country is going 
to be a slow and tedious process, and every 
little link of common interest forged, whether 


or sport, must hasten its com 
into our system, and it is vain to hope that 
Britain will do it, It is very questionable, 
indeed, whether any persuasion short of force 
on Britain’s part. would to-day undo parti- 
tion, now that is is an established fact. Tf 
the process of reconciliation and understand- 
ing is allowed to take its course, without any 
serious jolt such as that likely to be ad- 
ministered by the Oath Bill, one need not 
be over-sanguine in hoping that unity of 
some kind will come in our day. It is a 
matter of waiting for a change of outlook in

unchallended member of the Commonwealth ? 
Perhaps, it can be done; but again one might 
ask, is it worth the risk? This is our 
Commonwealth as much as Britain's; there 
are millions of Irish men and women wield- 
ing powerful influence in every State be- 
longing to it—not the exclusively Catholic 
and Nationalist fraction that sympathises 
with us to-day, but colonists of Northern 
blood who some day, if we are wise, will 
throw their influence into the scale in favour 
of a United Ireland. ‘I'he vast area which 
it covers offers us, as much as Britain, a 
potential market for our manufactures, which 
any country, with ambitions to develop a 
foreign trade, would gladly _ cultivate, 
Finally, there is the British market itself 
which to-day presents us with the greatest

THE TARIFP ON FURNITURE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES, 

Sirn,—Referring to the recent letter from 
the Irish Wholesale Furniture Manufacturers’ 
Association, we have no knowledge that either 
the late Government or the present Govern- 
ment recognise them: as the authority in the 
trade, oi we guestion the accuracy of the 
statement. Our membership represents the 
oldest section of the furniture manufacturing 
trade; and is one hundred per cent... Irish. 
This. in no way affects the point at issue, 
but it is well to keep it in mind.» We are 
by no means ¢ertain of the point Made that 
the Irish © Wholesale Furniture © Mann- 
facturers’ Assoeiation has a ninety per cent, 
membership of. the trade in the Free State, 
but this, too, does not affect the point at 
issue. 

This point is that the increased tariff was 
not asked for by any association in the trade, 
and the letter from the wholesale body 
emphasises this, because, if they had asked 
for the increased tariff, they would have 
mentioned the point, whereas they confine 
themselves to the statement that they are not 
opposed to it. We are safe to assume, there- 
fore, that, if the Irish Wholesale Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association considered such 
an increased tariff necessary, they would have 
asked for it. We would. ask the public to 
note that there is not a bentwood chair made 
at present in the Free State, and we will be 
glad to learn that any member of the Irish 
Wholesale Furniture Manufacturers’> Associa- 
tion is prepared to put down plant to supply 
this very popular article at an economic 
price. 

In conclusion, we reaffirm that the 334 per 
cent, tariff was sufficient to protect the in- 
dustry,.and the new tariff is an unsolicited

MRS. MAUDE'S ADVICE. 

Mrs. Maude said that they often heard the 
Mothers' Union spoken of as being of nationa! 
importance, and one could not help wondering 
whether it could be that unless it was also 
a practical reality in the daily lives of every 
one of them who belonged to it. She would 
like them to bear in mind the text which 
thev had at the top of their Mothers’ Union 
card: ' Ye are My witnesses,’’ and she could 
not help thinking that it was a good thing 
once a year, say, to pause and take stock, as 
it were, and ask themselves a few simple 
questions, such as: ‘‘ What difference does the 
Mothers’ Union make to me in my life? Does 
it make a difference that is apparent not 
only to my friends and relations, but even 
to my acquaintances’ Did one hear a 
neighbour ask: ' Does she belong to the 
Mothers’ Union’ and hear one answer: 
“ Yes; surely you must have noticed how 
very particular she is always to get to her 
place of worship on Suuday. Surely you must 
have noticed how very strict she is about the 
books, papers and magazines, and so on, that 
she has in her house; and have not you 
noticed that she is very strict -about the 
amusements, the theatres and cinemas, and 
entertainments she goes to?’’ 


THE TEST. 

The kind of test, continued Mrs. Maude, 
was whether, if they could see their Lord 
watching what they were watching, and listen. 
ing to what they were listening to, they 
would be ashamed.

HITTING THE POORER CLASSES. 

Mr. MceGILLIGAN (C na nG., National 
University) asked had any investigation been 
made as to the possibility or probability of 
getting manufacturers in this country to 
manufacture the type of cioth which had been 
exempted from duty in 1929 and which were 
now having.the duty increased. Manufac- 
turers had said that it would not pay them 
to turn their! machinery over to the making 
of very cheap type of cloth. It would be 
remembered that when the Tariff Com- 
mission first considered the application 
for duty thev stated that many manu-

THE MAKING OF SHODDY. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Independent Labour, 
Cork), said that these resolutions or motions 
involved a sum amounting to over a quarter 
of a million pounds, and, therefore, he asked 
the Minister if he had examined the position 
in this country concerning the production of 
‘* shoddy. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) said that 
when he considered these duties he did not 
consider them from tho revenue point of view. 
The main consideration was the protective 
effect of the tariff. The whole basis of the 
estimate was not merely on a calculation of 
imports, but also on the rate of industrial 
development here. He estimated that £500,000 
or £600,000 would accrne, and that the 
balance of £910,000 mentioned would show 
the industrial expansion here, and, to that 
extent, the protection of industries had 
started. : 

Mr. MORRISSEY said that the revenue 
from boots last year was about £250,000, and 
he asked what was the estimated revenue with 
the increased tax.

A I the resumed Irish Hospitals’ and 


Medical Services’ Exhibition and Con- 
ference, held in the Engineers’ Hall 
and the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday, 
two papers were read on the subject of 
tuberculosis. In the course of one an interest- 
ing development at Peamount was disclosed. 
*vofessor J. W. Bigger. M.D., presided at 
the opening lecture. This dealt with the 
question of ‘ Tuberculosis in Relation to 
National Health,’’ and was delivered by Mr. 
Arthur Trimble, M.B., D.P.H., Chief Tuber- 
culosis Officer, Belfast. 
In Great Britain and Ireland alone, said 
the lecturer, tuberculosis kills annually at 
least 40,000 people. In Ireland alone over 
5,000 persons die annually from the disease, 
with at least 35,000 sick. In addition to this 
wastage of human life there is to be borne 
in mind the tremendous cost to the com- 
munity of treating tuberculosis, Ireland and 
Scotland between them probably spend not 
far short of a million pounds per annum. 


IRISH CHARACTERISTICS. 
In Ireland, said the rk any the death-rate 
from taberculosis was higher among females 


| than among males, whereas in England the 


rate was higher among males. The course of 
the disease in this country is generally acute 
contrasted with the more 
chronic and fibrotic type of the disease seen 
in England. | 

Tuberculosis, added Dr. Trimble, rarely 
ever passes from the parent to the unborn 
child, but the tissues of a child are easily 
infected. Infection generally occurs during 
childhood, and the percentage of persons 
infected is about 75, 

Dealing with the guestion “oí cure, the lec- 


| turer said that. three methods seemed to have

O vast in its range is the calamity of 


chaos, in the opinion of the Pope, that 


of Genesis, ‘‘the foundations of the great 
deep were broken up,” “the windows of 
heaven were opened,’’ and ‘‘the flood of 
waters’’ cover the face of the world. 

In a six-thousand word Encyclical, pub- 
lished to-day under the title Caritate 
Christi Compulsi (The Love of Christ 
Constraineth Us), the. Pope attributes 
the present confusion to the lust of earthly 
gooda, and declares that never before in 
the history of the world has there been a 
crisis of such gigantic proportions as the 
present one. 


He, therefore, declares open war on 
Communism, individual selfishness and 
exaggerated nationalist tendencies, and 


exhorts the faithful to,unite to oppose 
with all their might the evils that are 
crushing humanity and the still greater 
evils that are threatening. 

Subversive factions, taking advantage of 
the world-wide misery for their propa- 
ganda, are threatening public order, he 
declares, with the result that anarchy and 
terrorism hang over society. 

There is no State, people or class un: 
affected by the crisis—not even “ those

PROPERTY LIABILITY.

£600,000 was the total sum provided in 
the Budget for unemployment, That sum 
was going to be increesed by nearly £4.000,000 
from taxation.

ANDREA’S SUCCESS IN THE ROYAL 
STANDARD 


STAKES. 


From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 


MANCHESTER, Wednesday Night. 
HE racing here this afternoon was not 
‘| uite as good as had been anticipated. 
The going was heavy, and this reduced 
the size of the field in several cases. 

The Royal Standard Stakes was easily won 
by the Duke of Marlborough s Andrea, whom 
he only bought a couple of weeks ago, when 
the horses owned by the late Sir John 
Rutherford were sold in Guineas’ week. 

Sir John had a high opinion of Andrea 
last year, and he used to talk about the 
possibility of his going one better than Orpen 
did last year and winning the Derby. He 
had run well in the Greenham Stakes behind 
Orwell, finishing fourth, and it was expected 
that he would make more than the 2,200 
guineas at which he was knocked down to 
Jack Jarvis. 

That trainer passed him on to the Duke of 

Marlborough, who certainly has made a for- 
tunate purchase, as most of the money has 
been returned to him in this stake. The 
Duke is not a familiar figure on racecourses, 
but he has owned horses intermittently for 
a very long time. 
Andrea was bought on the advice of 
Captain Whitaker, but on account of that 
trainer's indisposition he was sent to be 
trained temporarily by Mr. Lambton, who 
saddied him this afternoon.

AGRICULTURE. 
AN INTERNATIONAL STOCK- 
TAKING. 


¥ is important to those whose interest or 


duty it is to study agricultural conditions 

to escape from the natural bias of local 
conditions and the limiting influence of poll- 
tical prepossessions and study the farming 
situation in the world siineckey, with scien- 
tific detachment, under the international 
microscope. We were enabled to do this last 
year by the issue of a study of ‘* The 
Agricultural Situation, 1929-30,’" by the 
International Institute of Agriculture in 
the form of what the compilers call an 
“Economic Commentary’ on their Inter- 
national Year Book of Agricultural] Statistics. 
A new issue published this spring, brings 


the study as nearly up to date as the vast 
mass of statistics mvolved renders pos- 
sible. ‘*The Agricultural Situation in 1930: 


51°’ is nearly three times the size of its earlier 
companion volume. It is written with the 
same desire to place before farmers and their 
friends the salient facts of the situation, and, 
being free from propaganda or bias in favour 
of any particular nation or group, its sum. 
mary of the facts should be of exceptional 
value to students of the industry. Mr. Mont- 
gomery (its general editor) and his collea- 
gues have not only written with the precisicr 
and impartiality to be expected of them and 
of the Insutute-—whose valuable work becomes 
increasingly evident in this publication—but 
they have so denied themselves the luxury of 
easy generalisations that it is only by close 
attention to their facts, and to the obvious 
inferences these facts bring out, that the 
reader reaches his own conclusions. In one 
Sense, indeed, no conclusions are disclosed in 
these 426 pages, for the method adopted is 
mainly a recital of the concrete facta Yet 
the inferences appear to us inescapable and 
to bear a grave relationship to the existing 
circuinstances, prospects and dangers con- 
fronting cultivators in Saorstat Éireann,

An important fact is disclosed at the outset 
of these enquiries: 40 per cent of the em 
ployed persons in Europe are engaged in agri- 
culture, but the Irish Free State Census of 
Statistics for 1926 shows the corresponding 
percentage here as 53. Thus four persons 
are at work on Irish farms for three elsewhere 
in Europe, if the relative proportion of occu- 
pied people in the populations is taken as a 
standard of measurement. This fact makes 
the agricultural situation in the Irish Free 
State the greatest single fact in its national 


economy. It is thus fortunate for 
us that the surveyors are able 
to state that, ‘* on the whole, 


owing to the fact that arable farming is of 
secondary importance in the Irish Free State, 
agriculture, though not flourishing, was not 
so depressed as in many other countries.”’ 
Readers of this page may remember that when 
politicians were attacking the policy of the 
Government during the last few years for its 
failure to advance arable farming, we pointed 
out its dangers. Dairying was and is the 
basis for agriculture over most of the 26 
counties—these investigators point out that 
““the more favourab'e position of the prices 
of animal products in relation to those of 
vegetable products has contributed to turn 
the farmers in this direction,” It is however, 
of definite importance to remember that there 
are limits here, as everywhere, to expansion. 
Though dairy prices bear favourable com- 
parison with cereals, they are on the down 
grade. Taking 100 as a basic price figure for 
1926, the June, .1931, prices for Danish, 
Dutch, Argentine and New Zealand butter 
were 62, 69, 73 and 68 respectively. Free 
State butter prices were also very disquieting, 
though when beef prices are considered the 
value of the dual purrose cow remained rela- 
tively high, especially in view of reductions 
ranging from 37 to 52 per cent. in big meat 
in European and U.S. markets, and that the 
comparative stability in mutton was offset by

The Old and the New Protection. 


These price changes are shown in this study 
to be complex. It is fortunate again for this 
country that they were slighter in England 
than in many other countries, and it is not 
impossible that this is connected with one of 
the intricate causes of the low agricultural 
levels. The “economic particularism,’’ which 
the writers mention, leading on to “ exag- 
gerated protectionism ' is shown by implica- 
tion as a danger. The “‘ older moderate "’ 
protectionism of iist and his school of 
economists is no longer in favour, and those 
who, with Arthur Griffith, held that his out- 
look was suited to Ireland, will do we!l to 
note that this is not the type of tariff wall 
which the exporter of to-day is called upon to 
scale, but a vast ‘‘ protective '' super-structure 
at which international students of economics 
are becoming increasingly alarmed. We are 
thinking, at this point, of industria! protec- 


tion. It is the special danger of the moment 
in the Irish Free State. Indeed, if we do not 
come to reasoned and reasonable under- 
standing with Great Britain the plight 
of the Irish farmer may become grave 
in the extreme. The ‘‘acuter crisis,” 

inted out in this column as marking 


1930-31 off from 1929-30, is largely due to a 
decreased purchasing power on the part of 
consumers, which, if in part owing to unem- 
ployment, is also owing in part to the fact 
that the prices of necessities were increased 
through protection. 


The “ Moral '" of the Agricultural

It is not strange, then, that virtually the 
only “ moral ” the writers draw is derived 
from their international status, and points to 
an increase of international counsels to be 
followed up by international agreements and 
by action in common. One of the causes of 
the slump is specifically stated to be over-

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WHY NOT CO-OPERATE?| 


A NECESSITY FOR POULTRY- 
KEEPERS. 


N some counties poultry-keepers have 
| realised the necessity for organised co- 
operation. They have awakened to the 
fact that unity is strength, and that in these 
times of general trade depression they must 
hand together to help each other, if they 
would even maintain their present conditions. 
It is surprising what a dfference a little 
friendly intercourse and co-operation can 
make —even from the point of view of a 
common interest, such societies ar’ a source 
of much encouragement to the members. 
Just as in any walk of life, one likes to 
discuss difficulties, methods and progress with 
fellow-workers, and by joint effort strive to 
further mutual welfare, sc, too, poultry- 
keepers have much valuable knowledge which 
would become of wider benefit if shared with 
one another, The failure of many an amateur 
or beginner in poultry-keeping might he 
attributed to insufficient knowledge of the 
work. This is often the result of holding 
aloof from others and plodding along in one’s 
own little corner, trying to surmount with 
inexperience obstacles that are mere noth- 
ings to the experienced. 

Naturally one soon becomes discouraged, 
and for want of knowledge or practice interest 
wanes, and soon one’s rosy dreams are 
shattered. But if such an amateur had at 
the outset joined a society pledged to the 
promotion of the industry, there would be a 
brighter future in store. For the expert 
poultry societies are not less advantageous. 
In fact, they are essential to all. It is a 
matter for regret that existing societies are 
not supported by the rank and file of poultry- 
keepers as they should be. It is true, indeed, 
that their best patrons are the well-known 
breelers, the big poultry-keepers, whose 
names are constantly before the public. They 
know the worth of co-operation and the evils 
of ‘‘ exclusiveness.’’ It were well for the 
average poultry-keeper and farmer to follow 
their example. 


A National Association. 


The influence of even one successful society 
can very quickly make itself felt, as is the 
case in regard to the County Cork Poultry- 
keepers’ Association. This year the Socitty 
held its first annual congress, which must 
have been a source of inspiration not only 
t its enterprising members, but to the whole 
country. It is pleasing to note that, as a 
result of the progress of this Association, 
steps are now on foot to form a National 
Association for the promotion of the poulsry 


industry. It is a timely move, and one which 
should have every encouragement. As Mr. 
Meaney, Chairman of the Cork Associa- 
tion, pointed out, it should not be 


very difficult to frame a suitable scheme. 
Its chief objects would be to increase the 
number of fowl per acre considerably, with- 
out over-stocking the land, and to pay 
greater attention to proper marketing, 
Poultry instructors and Agriculture Depart- 
ments have done much to help the industry, 
but it is time the people themselves realised 
that without their active co-operation, good- 
will and strenuous efforts, poultry-keeping 
cannot become a real national asset. Apathy 
is ruinous in this, as in any other business, 
and it is only the apathetic attitude of the 
people that has prevented the inauguration of 
such a national association long ago. How 
many poultry-keepers are there throughout 
the country who even know of the existence 
of the Irish Poultry Keepers’ Co-operative 
Society, which has its headquarters in 
Dublin, and is now in existence about six 
years’? Judging by the very poor attend- 
ance at the annual general meeting of the 
Society during Spring Show week, members 
need a “ warming up.” 


Advantages of the Society. 


Yet, it would be difficult to discover a more 
profitable investment than membership of 
this or similar societies gives. In the first 
place, nobody could complain of excessive 
fees, since the annual subscription to the 
I.P.K. is only 6s. Why, even-if one got no 
other advantage, the up-to-date poultry 
magazine published by the Society every 
month, and distributed free to all members, 
would be worth this small sum. But, in 
addition, there are numerous other privileges. 

Members can buy the best quality feeding 
stuffs through the Rociety, at low prices, and 
can be supplied with any special mixture 
made to their own formula. The. Society 
purchases for its members, appliances and 
all poultry-farm requisites at yl hte rates 
of discount. Through its exchange depart- 
ment, birds and secondhand appliances are 
bought and sold; technical oan commercial 
information is given free of charge, and stock 
is insured for members at 5 per cent. and 
10 per cent. less than the ordinary premium. 
Moreover, the Society arranges lectures by 
eminent authorities on practical, scientific 
and up-to-date poultry-keeping and organises 
frequent visits to the farms of well-known 
poultry-keepers. A scheme being discussed 
at present, and a very important one, is the 
starting of food depots for the country mem- 
bers. The idea of the depots is to enable 


members in isolated districts to purchase the

FEEDING THE BROOD 
SOW.

important. matter at all times, but 

more especially when, having produced 
a big family, she is being subjected to the 
heavy strain of rearing the youngsters. 
Usually she has to do this for a period of six 
or eight weeks, and, since the milk of the 
sow is very rich, the drag on her system 1s 
particularly severe during the first half of the 
time. When that is over the piglings will be 
taking enough food for themselves to ease 
their mother to some extent, but up to the 
time of weaning they will take all they can 
in the way of milk. Unless, therefore, the 
sow is fed with the object of meeting this 
call upon her, so far as is possible, either she 
or her pigs, or, perhaps, both, will suffer. 


Food for Milk Production. 


At: the same time it is not desirable that 
the sow should be given a ration of rich and 
fattening“foods. Milk production rather than 
fat, on her carcase is what is needed, and, to 
this end, middlings or pollards, which are 
fairly rich in protein, should be the chief 
constituent of the ration.

Care of Young Pigs. 


For young pigs cats are not a desirable 


food, in any quantity at least, because of 


the high proportion of husk they contain, 
which is apt to set up intestinal irritation. 
But for suckling sows oats are very useful, 
snd may with advantage form so much as 
20 per cent. ef the “ration, which, m its 
entirety, might consist of 40 per cent, 
middlings, 30 per cent. barley or maize meal, 
20 per cent. ground oats, and 10 per cent 
white fish meal. There is no object in couk- 
ing the meals, though in cold weather it is 
desirable to scald them. Some breeders give 
the meals dry, providing water separately, 
a method which, however, is more suitable 
for fattening pigs than for suckling sows. A 
gallon or 14 gallons of separated milk makes 
an excellent addition to the ration, being 
mixed with the meals. 

Palm kernel cake or cocoanut cake meal 
may be used in place of middlings, pound for 
pound, up to 25 pe: cent. of the total! 
middlings, if desired, though present prices 
do not favour the exchange. 

As to the quantities of food to be given 
daily to a suckling cow, hard and fast rules 
are of very little good, for much depends on 
the circumstances of each case. Dairy cows 
are now rationed by most farmers in propor- 
tion to their yield, and for ideal practice sows 
should be fed on the same principle. It is 
absurd to suggest that a brood sow should 
be given so many pounds of food a day, 
irrespective of the number of her family. 


Allowance for Litter. 


Roughly speaking, llb. of food per day 
extra for every member of the litter is a 
fair allowance, but, whereas some cows will 
need Sib. or 6lb. daily for themselves, others 
may need more, while others again will do 
with less. In this respect the man on the 
spot is the person to judge each case on its 
own merits, and any extra trouble involved 
will generally be well repaid. 

Greenstuff plays an important part in the 
feeding of the brood sow, and during several 
months of the year she will get all she wants 
if allowed out at pasture. Otherwise an 
armful of clover, vetches, green corn, kale or 
cabbage should be given daily.

which is being conducted at the Munster 
Institute; Cork, states that the genera! health 
of the birds during the nil month was 
ood. Broodiness is becoming prevalent, as 
is natural at this season of the year, and 
the large number of birds (62) cooped during 
the month accounts for a slight decrease in 
the egg yield. Nine deaths were recorded. 

In the duck section conditions continue to 
be satisfactory. All the birds are now over 
the moult and, with one exception, in full 
production. 

Excluding eggs which were under the 
weight prescribed for second grade, and 
making allowance for the death of 28 pullets 
and one duck since 16th October (the date of 
the commencement of the test), the average 
egg yield per bird for each of the principal 
competing breeds was as follows :—

coombs as a food for livestock in this 

country is probably due to lack of in- 
formation regarding the value of this com- 
modity as a feeding stuff, and in the interests 
of the farming community it has been 
considered desirable to carry out some feed- 
ing trials to obtain more definite information 
on the subject. 

The more extensive use of home-grown 
grain for the feeding of li®estock is very 
desirable » but as cereals, particularly barley 
and oat% are low in protein, the addition of 
food rich in protein is essential to the com- 
pounding of balanced rations, In this direc- 
tion it will be seen from its analysis that 
malt coombs is likely to be suitable for this 
purpose, and that it might replace some of 
the more expensive protein rich foods. — 


Palm Kernel Cake and Malt Coombs. 

To obtain more definite information than is 
shown by analysis, regarding the feeding 
value of a particular feeding stuff, it is usual 
to compare the results obtained from the vse 
of that food in feeding trials with those from 
some other food of a somewhat similar com- 
position, the feeding value of which is well 
established. 

Of the purchased foods more commonly 
used by farmers, palm kernel cake was con- 
sidered in this case the most suitable for 
comparison, as its composition most closely 
resembles that of malt coombs. The foliow- 
ing figures show a typical analysis of the 
two feeding stuffs :—

and dairy cows, and the results of these are 
summarised by Professor Drew and Mr. D. 
Deasy in the Journal of the Department of 
Agriculture. 


Results Obtained. 

Malt coombs and palm kernel cake, two 
foods of somewhat similar analysis, but differ- 
ing considerably in price, were compared in 
equal quantities with results which indicate 
that :— 

(a) Malt coombs and palm kernel cake are 
of about equal feeding value for calves 
and yearling cattle. 

(b) Palm kernel cake is superior to malt 
coombs for fattening cattle probably 
to the extent of about 10 per cent. 

(c) For milk production, palm kernel cake 
is also somewhat better than 
coom bs. 

The difference in feeding value between the 
two foods for fattening cattle and for dairy 
cows as indicated by these experiments, is 
not commensurate with the difference in their 
resent prices in this country. The prices in 
Jublin being, palm kernel cake £8 10s, and 
malt coombs £5, and on the basis of these 
figures the use of malt coombs is deserving 
of more attention from Irish farmers than it 
has hitherto obtained. .. 


INCREASING MEAT 
CONSUMPTION. 


- 


HE amount of meat consumed per 
‘| individual in the leading nations on 
both sides of the Atlantic has been on 
the increase for several years past, according 
to a table compiled and published by the 
American Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
There have been campaigns in favour of 
other forms of foo", with their slogans to 
“ drink more milk, “* eat more fruit,” and 
“eat more fish,” which have all probably 
gained some success, but, apparently, not at 
the expense of meat-eating. 

For obvious reasons there was a lessened 
meat consumption in most countries in early 
post-war years. This was especially marked 
in France and Germany, where -he live-stock 
populations had been much reduced during 
the war period. 


Conditions Compared. 


In the table mentioned figures are given 
which enable conditions to be compared in 
Britain, France, Germany, the United States, 
and Canada, between 1921 and 1926-7 (the 
latest period for which full figures are 
available). In Great Britain meat consump- 
tio.. per individual advanced from 117Ib. in 
1921 to 125ib. in 1926-7; in France it rose 
from 88.8lb. in the tight days of 1921 to 
93.6ib. per head in 1926. 
period the yearly meat ration per person in 
Germany made a,much greater advance— 
from 79.8ib. to 103.6 Ib. 

People in these European countries eat less 
meat than in the United States and Canada. 
Meat consumption per individual in the 
United States had_fallen to 144.6lb. at the 
close of the war from a yearly figure of 154lb. 
in 1913. Since 1921 the figures show yearly 
fluetuations, but in the five years ending 
1927 the amount of meat eaten per person 
averaged 1591b. In 1927 there was a drop in 
beef consumption (which has, no doubt. been 
continued), due to the general scarcity of 
heef in America and consequent high prices, 
This drop, however, has been largely counter- 
balanced by a rise in the consumption of 

rk. 

So far as Canada is concerned, the average 
quantity of meat eaten per individual in 1913 
was 137lh., but in 1927 it stood at 156.3lb. 


The Sheep Trade. 


As might be expected from the greater 
prominence of the sheep-raising industry in 
Britain, there is a much larger consumption 
of mutton and lamb per capita in this country 


than in any of the others mentioned. The 


yearly ration of mutton and lamb in Britain 
25lb. per head in 1927; while in 
America and Canada, as well as in France, 
5.5 te 6.5 lb, per capita is the average amount 
per person per annum. In Germany the 
yearly mutton ration is no more than 1,6lb. 
per individual, On the other hand, much less 
pork is eaten in Britain than in any of the 
other countries considered.

countries concerned are rapidly recovering 
from the war. When incomes are reduced 
People must necessarily restrict their pur- 
chases of the mo costly meat part of their 
dietary, and live more largely on the cheaper 
vegetable foods. This is exemplified by Ger- 
many, which reached its lowest economic ebb 
in 1923, when meat consumption dropped to 
63lb. per capita. In the four years icflawine 
it showed a steady upward rise to 1035.6ib., 
and will, no doubt, still further increase. 
While habit has a lot to do with choice of 
foods, the nations that consume the largest 
quantities of meat are usually the most 
prosperous. Breeders and feeders of good 
butchers’ stock need have no fear regarding 
a market for their produce provided that 
people can afford to buy it. W. B.
